DUBLIN, June 3.—At the funeral of 
‘James Cullen today Sinn Feiners made 
their first public demonstration since 
the burial of Thomas Ashe. Cullen, 21 
ears old, fought with the volunteers 
n the eastern rebellion, taking a prom- 
inent part in North King street. He 
was court-martialed and sentenced to 
ten years’ penal servitude, which was 
later commuted to five years. In May, 
1917, he was released fror the Lewes, 
England, prison suffering with tuber: | 
culosis.” He died several days ago, but 
friends: kept the body until Sunday for 
a big public funeral. 
The coffin, in an open hearse, was 
wrapped in orange, green, and white, 
the Sinn Fein colors, and was borne 
through North Circular road to Glas- 
nein cemetery, followed by’ thousands:

The cortége also was accompanied

military uniform worn, as the military 
officials had prohibited the wearing of 
them. There were no banners and no 
music, but all wore the Sinn Fein col- 
ors. A few of the.marchers were 
dressed in the ancient Irish costume. 

As the long procession wound 
_through the dusty streets under the 
Prilllant sunshine thousands lined. the 
sidewalks and stood uncovered, but not 
a word was spoken as the cortége 
passed. The only sound was the heavy 
‘tramp of the thousands over the cob- 
MBlestones, which reéchoed far over the 
north side of the city. 

The body of the young rebel was 
‘Blinded beside the grave of Thomas 
Ashe in “ Fenian Circle,” in the shadow 
‘of the O'Connell monument. The 
Shadow literally fell across the open
